Matsumura et al., 5,365,475, does show in Fig. 3 a first supply voltage V1 receiving in a first mode different from a second supply voltage 
V2 receiving from a second mode and also respective GROUND G1 different from GROUND G2. 

Oliver, 4,567,577, does show in Fig. 2 the teaching of using transistor 35 for placing (forwarding) a back gate bias voltage Vss 
onto the substrate (shorted to Ground Vss) of transistors 25 and 27 causing them to function as normal n-channel devices when 
the WRITE line is inactive (or in a non-ACTIVE/INACTIVE/STANDBY mode/state as well known in the art) (see lines 1*20, column 3) 
such as PMOS transistors 302 and 312 in Fig. 5 of the present invention being shorted to GROUND when a forward body bias being 
applied to body/substrate of transistors 302 and 312 during a STANDBY/INACTIVE mode (see lines 14-22, page 8 and lines 1-17, 
page 9 of the present invention). 
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
